soldiers received no appreciable phy- 
sical injury, the .-effect being ;pwely 
meijtal. One such instance cited by 
the physician was found in m hoy 
19 years old. This boy had been for 
three days under a sustained and 
heary slwsll fire. At the end of that 
time he was threatened by his ser- 
geant with* court martial for sleep- 
ing on sentry duty. This led to an 
examination and the sending of the 
boy to the hospital. He was in a 
stupor for ten days. The same was 
true of another 
soldier 
who had 


seen his chum blown to pieces. 


During the time of their coma, 


which in some cases lasted more 
than a week, the soldiers gave the 
impression that they again were liv- 
ing through the experiences which 
had caused the stupor to come on. 
This was evidenced by their terrified 
expressions. They crouched, started 
and stared wildly when spoken to.

WASHINGTON. April 5.—In or- 


der to help the far western states 
arid themselves 
of 
the 
predatory 


animals that are 
destroying 
their 


livestock. Uncle . am has -recently In- 
creased his activity as a trapper un- 
til he now has one of the most ef- 
fictsat organizations in the world for 
catching wild animals. 
The trap- 


ping of all sorts of creatures from 
sparrows and mice to grizzly bears 
and timber wolves has been carefully 
studied by the naturalists of the Bi- 
^ilogieal Survey, and if there Is any- 
thing you want to know about the 
subject, they are prepared to Inform 
you. 


By a recent act of congress, a sum 


of' money was appropriated for ex- 
terminating the predatory 
animals 


of the western states, where mil- 
jlions of dollars worth of livestock 
iare destroyed by, wolves, panthers 
coyotes, tbob-cata and 
bears 
every 


year. 
In Wyoming alone over 
a 


million dollars worth of sheep are 
destroyed annually 'by wild animals 
chiefly coyotes. 
There are many 


•eetlons of the West where these lit 
fie wolves regularly kill about ten 
per cent of the spring lambs. 
In 


some, of the mountain districts o 
New Mexico, panthers, or mountain 
lions as they are locally called, kil 
nearly all of the colts born on the 
range. 


For; a long time, heavy toountle 


have 'been ottered by most of th< 
•western states for the killing of these 
animals, and the professional "wol 
hunter" has become a well known 
figure in the West. The work, how 
ever, Is not sufficiently well organ 
Ized to bring the best results, and a 
great deal of fraud has been prac 
ticed, too, as It Is quite possible t 
make artificial wolf "scalps." 


The needed element of orgwilza- 


i tion has been introduced toy the Bi 
ological Survey. The whole of th 
western country where damage i 
dcae by predatory animals has been 
divided into eight sections, and an 
inspector and a number of trapper 
have been stationed in each. There 
are more than a hundred of these 
government trappers in the field to- 
day. 
They are 
carefully 
selectet 


from among the local hunters ant 
trappers, and a very efficient corps 
has been built up. Bach trapper re- 
ceives $75 a month, and the pelt 
'of the animals taken belong to the 
government. 
The best of these are 


added to the collection of the Na- 
tional Museum, for 'which the 
Bl 


ological Survey has undertaken 
ti 


make a complete collection of th 
native fauna of the United States. 


As the area to be covered em 


traces all of the western states from 
Texas to the Canadian border, i 
will take a long time to extern) in at 
the pests, tout rapid progress is 1>e 
ing made. In the six months from 
July to January last over 3000 anl 
mala were taken "by the «overnmen 
hunters. Since the first of Januar 
the force of trappers has been con 
siderably increased, so that doubt 
less a much larger number of ani 
mals will be taken in the next si 
months.

Washington where those not desire 
lor the government scientific collec 
tions were sold at public auction 
bringing an average price of J2.5

rather gruesome business, 
the 


asis of moat of these lares being 
boroughlr decayed meat soaked in 
11 and flavored with musk, which 
Iways attract* the beasts of prey 


This scent Is sometimes dragged for 
miles over the prairie in order tba* 
he animals shall follow the trail and 
all into the trap. 


The keen sense of smell 
which 


characterizes all the hunting ani- 
mals may be taken advantage of in 
bis way; hut It also makes them 
hard to outwit. 
The government 


hunters all handle their traps w(tb 
iloves, which are often soaked 
in 


ilood, and stand on a hide or a 
piece of ca 
All of this is necessary to keep the 
'set" from being tainted with the 
odor of man, which all 
the 
wild 


creatures instinctively fear and shun. 


In the same collection with traps 


from predatory an 
t $15.000.000. la 
many deer and other valuable game 


are killed by them. 


For many yea/a 
the 
Biological 


urvey baa been designing traps and 
m port Ing them from foreign coun- 
r!es with a view to discovering the 
est kinds, both for government use, 
and In order that reliable informa- 


on on the-subject may be given to 
armers and ranch men. it now has 


variety of mouse traps. One of the 
test the government men have found, 
however, was Invented by a Wiscon- 
sin faroter. It in made out of a corn 
tob, and may be placed Ifi the crib 
for the undoing of bangry vermin. 
A German mouse trap in the govern- 
ment collection is embellished with 
'A picture of a cat weeping over the 
Ions of her job. This trap allures 
the mouse, by means of a bait, to 
enter a door, which spring shut be- 
hind him. 
He Is then confronted 


by a tunnel which seems to offer a 
means of escape, but really leads to 
tt trap door which drops him into & 
can of water and leaves 
him 
to 


drown at leisure. 


Rabbits traps have also been de- 


signed by the department. In fact 
if there Is any sort of vermin In 
your farm or your house that ought 
to be destroyed. Uncle Sam can help 
you do It.

iregetablea, and annually consumes 
an immense'Share of the wheat crop 
AU of this has been amply proved by 
the scientists; but the sparrow still 
thrives and multiplies all over the 
United States. The government men 
have perfected a sparrov* trap, how- 
ever, which has been used" with great 
success on the grounds of the De- 
partment or Agriculture, and they 
will furnish *ull plans for building 
It to anyone who is interested. The 
trap is an immense affair consisting 
of a,couple,of wire funnels, which 
the sparrow can easily enter, 
but 


cannot leave. 


Many of the traps in the collec 


tion are of German make. They are 
very ingenious, but most of 
them 


would not be of much use in this 
country. 
They seem to presuppose 


a gullible and confiding nature on 
the part of the creature to be caught 
A German sparrow trap consists of 
a bit of wood, elaborately decorated 
to look like the limb of a tree. Over 
it is suspended a net, actuated by a 
spring. 
If the sparrow will alight 


upon the limb and peck the bait 
the net will descend upon him—if 
he doesn't get out of the way. 


The most Ingenious trap the gov- 


ernment bus devieed is for the de- 
struction of the common domestic 
cat. 
The great number of "alley 


cats" that go wild and live upon 
Bong birds and. young chickens has 
created a demand for their exterm- 
ination. 
The government cat-killer 


consists in an elevated box, with a 
bottle of carbon dlsulphlde under it. 
The same device that releases the 
box -when the cat touches the bait 
opens the bottle of t»oteon, and the 
oat, imprisoned

fumes, goes finally to 
sleep. 
It 


sounds rather too ela'Dorate; but It 
works, and the plans for making it 
may be obtained from the Biological 
Survey.

Their 
very characteristic cat trap consists 
in a little cage wherein is Impris 
oned 'a live mouse. When the cat 
springs at this bait, the trap closes 
and imprisons it.
